Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant asserts that Tatsumi does not teach a 
non bidirectional communication path (pg. 11-12). This is not persuasive. Tatsumi clearly discloses both a broadcast/downlink only path 
and a bidirectional communication path (Fig. 1 , paragraph 19). Applicant also asserts TakagI does not disclose "the broadcaster providing 
sufficient information to handle post processing transactions" (pg. 12-13). Takagi was relied upon for its teaching of a proxy server. In the 
Office Action dated 1 1/09/09 it is clear that Tatsumi was relied upon for teaching this limitation, see pg. 5-6 of that Office Action. 
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
